Success in growing decorative 
plants in the home depends main­ 
ly on two things. First we must 
use good judgment in selecting 
the plants. Then we must use skill 
in caring for them. 
We must decide why we want 
house plants and then buy them 
accordingly. Ho we want them 
univ for use as decorative room 
accessories? Or are we interest­ 
ed in growing and tending plants 
as well as in displaying them? 
lf we want plants only for de­ 
coration. we should buy them for 
their appearance. We sh<Aild get 
healthy, wellformed plants that 
are near the size that we need for 
a 
decorative effect. 
Water 
the 
plants regularly until their a p p a r ­ 
ance becomes unsatisfactory, then 
replace them with new plants. 
Some are interested in growing 
hou.e plants and keeping them in 
good condition year after year. 
We must be able and willing to 
give them attention and to adapt 
some paid of our home to their 
needs. 
* * * 


MANY HOUSE plants will sur­ 
vive under adverse household con­ 
ditions. But for the hest results, 
we must supply the environment 
— light, temperature, and humid­ 
ity —that 
is 
recommended 
for 
each plant. 
The 40 to 50 per cent relative 
humidity found in most homes is 
too dry for many plants. We may 
need to raise the humidity 
for 
those plants needing medium hu­ 
midity. Here are some ways we 
can do this: 
Keep plants where the humidity 
is highest; the kitchen is normally 
more humid than the rest of the 
house. 
Group plants together. Air sur­ 
rounding grouped plants usually

Newly purchased plants need not 
be repotted immediately. T h e i r 
containers usually are satisfactory 
for aw'hile.

OVERW ATERING is the com­ 
monest cause of trouble in grow­ 
ing house plants. Some plants do 
best if soil is kept moist. Other 
plants do best if soil is allowed 
to dry moderately Atween water­ 
ings. 
Subirrigation supplies water to 
the plant from the bottom. This 
gives good results. Overwatering 
is less l i k e l y with subirrigation 
than it is with watering from the 
top. Containers that have a sub­ 
irrigation system built in the base 
can be purchased or can be made 
at home. They can be made from 
an ordinary flower pot and a wick. 
Plants that are grown 
in 
the 
house during the winter can be 
moved outdoors for the summer. 
Plants that are kept in pots 
outdoors need more frequent wa­ 
tering than they do indoors. 
Some plants can be grown in 
tap 
water 
with 
little 
trouble. 
Among these are colous, aglaon- 
ema, ivy, philodendron, scindap- 
sus. snake plant, wandering jew 
and syngonium. Add a lump of 
charcoal to keep the water from 
souring. To inhibit growth of a1 
gae in the water use a container 
that does not transmit light. 
Poor appearance in house plants 
may be caused by improper water­ 
ing, 
sudden change 
in environ­ 
ment, cold d r a fts , lack of fertiliz­ 
er, gas injury or insect attack, lf 
a plant is damaged by casual ag 
ents oth r than insects it usually 
is best to discard the plant and 
start over again. 
Avoid the condition that led to 
poor appearance oi the old plant.

country,

Communist - style such questions 
from his youthful listeners as: “ It 
the East Germans bkt' Commun­ 
ism so well, why did you have to 
build the Berlin wall*” “ Why are 
you furnishing aid to Castro?” “ Do 
you believe in God?” 
When the questioning ended, the 
world traveler and veteran lectur­ 
er grinned and exclaimed “ Whew’ 
you really gave me a workout." 
Vetter had kind words for Peace 
Corps 
and 
International 
Farm 
Y o u t h Exchange p r o g r a m s . 
which he said enable our young 
people with skills in solving hum­ 
an problems to contribute much to 
democracy overseas. He said such 
programs are helping to find com­ 
mon areas of understanding am ­ 
ong peoples. 
“ It’s a tremendous age of com ­ 
munications we’re living in," he 
said, “ one which is bringing us in 
closer c o n t a c t with peoples ab­ 
road. I predict that before you are 
35, about 60 percent of you will 
have had an opportunity to visit or 
work overseas.”

A common problem 11i at affects 
many of our area residents is own­ 
ing a well or spring that alway s 
supplies water, but is orien limit­ 
ed for a giv en demand period 
This well or spring may y ield 
only a few quarts |H>r minute. This 
y ield is too small to pump directly 
into the home or farm water sy s 
tem, since an 
adequate 
s y s t e m , 
requires a pump capacity of about 
eight gallons per minute Howev er 
a satisfactory water supply can of 
ten be o b t a i n e d by prov iding 
a storage tank 
large enough 
to 
hold sev eral hours 
y ield 
of 
the 
spring or 
weak 
well 
and 
then 
pump out of the .storage tank 
'Hie size of the storage tank can 
be determined by the water needs 
per day of the following: adult per­ 
son, 50 gallons; milk cow, 35 gall­ 
ons; beef animal, 12 gallons: hog, 
•I gallons; sheep, 2 gallons. 
The y ield of a 
well should be 
checked when it is at 
its lowest. 
This is usually in late summer or 
fall. 
Before installing a pump on any 
well it is important 
to know tile 
well 
y ield 
and 
the* 
drawdown. 
Many wells hav e p u m p s 
with 
capacities greatly 
ex ceeding 
the 
well y ield This results in loss of 
pump prime and possible damag e 
to pump and motor. 
When a pump is not matched to 
the well y ield the pump capacity 
can be controlled by a gate v alv e 
on the discharge side. Time swit­ 
ches and liquid lev el controls can 
Im* used on all ty |x *s id pumps.

well should be 
checked when it is at its lowest.

Many wells have 
p u m p s 
with 
capacities greatly 
exceeding 
the 
well yield. This results in loss of 
pump prim e and possible d am age 
to pum p and motor.

him to develop techniques for dehydrating 
thousands of unwanted w a le ’ buffalo. In­ 
dia, Nigeria and the Sudan are also show ­ 
ing interest in turning surplus anim als of 
varies species into foodstuffs. 
Hippopotamus steaks and camel patties 
m ay be delicacies in meat-starved lands,

Definitions usually end most de­ 
bates, because intelligent men us­ 
ually find that they agree on the 
definition and therefore their quar­ 
rel ceases to have meaning.

But wisdom 
counsels the avoidance of his re­ 
medy. 
Conservatism is a concept of 
the social, political and economic 
manifestations of human existence 
which is based upon Natural Law 
and the historical experience of 
Man Perhaps it might be stated 
as an idealism which directs the 
functioning of Man within the re 
straining margins of historical ex­

From this standpoint it 
can be said that the Conservative
